MALTA, Nov. 25.— The big liner 
Sardinia, from Liverpool to eastern 
points, is on fire a mile outside the 
harbor. It has on board 200 passen­ 
gers and a large crew. Figures are 
discerned jum ping from the ship’s 
decks into the water. After an hour’s 
delay the Sardinia was finally beach­ 
ed with the aid of tugs. The num ber 
of deaths is yet unknown but ship­ 
ping men declare it will be heavy.

It is certain more than IOO and 
possibly 150 perished In the burning 
of .the Sardinia. P art of the num ber 
are British passengers. The natives 
tried to overpower the officers when 
the fire broke out, and rushed a t 
them with knives and endeavored to 
cut the ropes and let the boats into 
the water. The officers and crew 
fought them back with 
revolvers. 
Many jumped overboard. 
Seventy- 
five bodies were brought ashore. Fif­ 
teen of the British passengers were 
saved. The crew numbered *44, most­ 
ly Englishmen, 
whose actions are 
said to have been the bravest. The 
cargo contained a large quantity of 
naptha which exploded. 
Explosion Scatters Fire 
The Sardinia cleared Malta today 
for Alexandria. It had a large cargo 
of merchandise. It had hardly cleared 
the harbor when smoke was observed 
issuing from the cargo hold. The 
crew was sumoned to fire quarters 
and a detachm ent sent below. They 
had hardly left the deck when tho 
forward hatch w*as blown off by an 
explosion, and the whole ship burst 
Into a mass of flames. Men, women 
and children ran to the stern, where 
it seemed safest, but a strong wind 
swept the flames towards them. Many 
jumped overboard without life pre­ 
servers, and were, drowned. Their 
plight was seen from the shore, and 
adm iralty tugs steamed hurriedly to 
the rescue, but owing to the gale and 
intense heat they could not approach 
close. Finally they got lines to the 
ship 
and 
pulled 
the 
Sardinia 
aground. 
Many tu -s are patrolling 
the sea in the hope of picking up 
missing passengers, trblle others are 
waiting to search the hull as soon 
as possible. The fire is believed to 
have been due to spontaneous com­ 
bustion. 
Confusion as to Missing 
One hundred and fifty passengers, 
including most of the British, are 
among the missing. 
It is possible 
some have been picked up and land­ 
ed elsewhere. Levantines and Greeks 
made up most of the passengers. 
They were half crazed when the dis­ 
aster occurred. The tugs have pick­ 
ed up a few passengers, but are un­ 
able to ge*t an accurate account of 
those missing.
